Subject: Initiation of review of anti-dumping duty imposed on Hard Ferrite Ring Magnets (HFRM) 
originating in or exported from PR China. 

No. 65/1/2000-DGAD. —The Authority under the Customs Tariff (Amendment) Act, 1995 and Customs Tariff 
(Identification, Assessment and Collection of Anti-dumping duty on dumped Articles and for Determination of Injury) 
Rules, 1995 notified final findings vide notification No. 12/1/98-ADD dt. 12.7.99 dumping of Hard Femte Ring Magnets 
(HFRM) (hereinafter referred to as subject goods) originating or exported from PR China (hereinafter referred to as 
subject country). The duty was imposed vide Customs notification No 103 dated 6.8.99 

2 M/s. DGP Hinoday Industries Ltd. and M/s GP Electronics Ltd. producers of HFRM requested for review of 
anti-dumping duty imposed on HFRM and increase the same in view of increase in dumping margin and consequential 
injury to the Indian domestic industry. 
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3. Domestic in dry : The application has be... filed b> M/s DGP Hmodav Industries Ltd and 

M/s GP Electronics L". having registered ' dices at Bhosary industrial Estate, Pune, 411026 and B-87 Additional 
Nashik Industrial F> ie, Ambad, Nashik-422 010 respectively The petitioners are the only two producers of HFRM in 
India and, therefore save a standing to file a written reques’ ;> behalf of domestic industry under the rules 5(a) and (b) 
and 2(b) 


4. Product under consideration : The product under consideration is Hard Ferrite Ring Magents (HFRM) 
classified under Custom Head 8505 of Schedule I of Indian Customs Tariff Act, 1975. The classification is, however, 
indicative and is not binding on the scope of the present review 

5. Dumping : The authority has constructed the normal value of the subject goods in the subject country on the 
basis of cost of production for the subject goods in India with appropriate adjustments based on the information and 
reasonable evidence provided by the petitioner. 

6. There is sufficient prima facie evidence that dumping margin in respect of imports of the subject goods from 
PR China has increased as compared to the dumping margin considered in the findings notified on 12-7-99. 

7. Injury : The petitioner has provided information with reasonable evidence on the export price of the subject 
goods from the subject country, the price suppression and the consequential financial losses occurred to them on account 
of dumped subject goods from the subject country. There is pnma facie evidence that the domestic industry of HFRM in 
India has suffered increased injury on account of increased dumping from the subject country. 

8. Procedure : The Designated Authority, therefore, initiatives review of final findings notified vide notification 
No. 12/1/98-ADD dt. 12-7-99 under the Customs Tariff (Amendment) Act, 1995 and Customs Tariff (Identification, 
Assessment and Collection of Anti dumping Duty on Dumped Articles and for Determination of Injury') Rules, 1995 

9. The period of investigation for the purpose of the present review is 1st April, 1999 to 30th June, 2000. 

10. Known exporters and importers and the domestic industry are being addressed separately so as to obtain 
relevant information in the form and manner prescribed. Other interested parties are advised to make their submissions 
relevant to the investigation in the prescribed form and maimer to :

The 
known exporters and importers who are being addressed separately are however, required to submit the information 
within 40 days from the date of letter addressed to them separately. 

12. In terms of rule 6(7) any interested party may inspect the public file containing non-confidential versions 
of the evidence submitted by other interested parties after expiry of time limit set out. 

13. In case where any interested party refuses access to and otherwise does not provide necessary information 
within a reasonable period, or significantly impedes the investigation, the Authority may records its findings on the basis 
of the facts available to it and make such recommendations to the Central Government as deemed fit.
